AVe would do all we could to help the j 
government to Increase the army; we 
would also do all we could for our- 
selves while recruiting, for at lli:it time 
and during the remainder of the civil 
war the only way to become a commis- 
sioned oflicer in a new regiment was to 
persuade some men to enlist aud then 
see carefully to It thnt they were mus- 
tered Into the service.

•was no law defining this method, there 
was a general understanding which 
was fairly lived up to by the authori- 
ties. A man who could "raise" fit) re- 
cruits might feel assured of a captain's 
commission, 30 would secure a first 
lieutenancy and 20 a second lieutenan- 
cy.

eating ways, bill in the sixteenth cen- 
tury they scoured the Spanish main in 
search of human food, and from Porto 
Ulco alone are snid to have taken more 
than 5,000 men to be eaten.' Though 
Spaniards, Frenchmen, Dutchmen, ne- 
groes, or Arrowaks, were all meat to 
them, yet these Caribs seem to have 
shown preference 1'or certain national- 
ities.

taken or it will greatly increase, says 
the Iowa Homestead. 
Us presence 


may lie easily detected in ;• crop. When 
the mascot form of tile insect enters 
the stall;, it cuts off the -stein just 
above the upper joint, with the result 
that the head takes on a ripened ap- 
pearance while the crop is yet .invcii. 


it seems to be more plentiful where 


both winter and spring wheat are 
lirown in the same locality, 
in this 


case the mature insects with wiii^s de- 
posit their c.t^s upon tin; yiiuiiK plants 
of winter wheat. 
When these lialeh,

Hies _whose_proj;cny brings about the 
work of ilestro.vhnj the wheat buds. It 
is claimed that even a third brood 
makes its appearance and ngnln de- 
posits its eggs upon youiii,' wheat. It 
is our opinion that grasses will furnish 
the necessary breeding ground just us 
.well as winter wheat.

..well as the pupa and larva form and 
mature condition of the insect. These 
arc magnified, and conception of the

tive. Wheat should not be grown con- 
tiuously. on th_s same- soii, and indeed 
long rotation should be introduced in 
.which there are a variety of crops. 
AVe have known many persons who 
"were troubled with this post to burn 
itheir stubble, thinking in this way 
that they brought about the destruc- 
tion of large numbers. . Fortunately 
there is a fungous disease that attacks 
this maggot and fly, so that there is 
some likelihood of Its rapid increase 
'being prevented.

from the top of the box ,-md Ihe middle 
of the tin not to go lower than two- 
thirds of the way down. 
Fasten In 


the tin a piece of wire netting for a 
strainer. The tin should not be nailed 
into the box, as it must be occasional- 
ly removed to be denned of the refuse 
which will accumulate. 


If one has chunk honey which he 


wishes to separate from the comb, this 
is a novel way. Just till the extractor 
and it will gradually melt, the wax will 
remain in the box under the tin and 
the honey will run through into ihe 
bowl. For Increased heal, put on the 
south side of building. 
The illustra- 


tion shows (lie manner of construction. 


Tlie tin which forms the boHom of 


the solar wax extractor should he 
about two-thirds the length of the box. 
-Make small holes 
(iiie-l'uiirlh

apart in the bottom end and sew 
Ihe win: sieve fast 
to it 
with a 


piece of soft, line wire; the lower end 
of Hie sieve will rest against the box. 
As the wax passes through the sieve 
it congeals immediately and will re- 
main in tin; box while (lie honey will 
run through the small holes into ii ves- 
sel miller the extractor. 


PAINTING THE SILO. 


Wlint Various i'coplc Say About It. 


(ins or t;oul Tin- UNIS!. 


Hural New Yorker has interviewed 


some of the best authorities on the 
subject of the wisdom of painting the 
silo. 


C. 8. I'lumb of Indiana paints the iu- 


terior of silos with gas tar. 


L. A. Clinton of Xew York thinks 


that painting or treating the silo'may 
do more harm than good, "lu our silo 
a part of the staves have been treated 
with coal tar and part left without 
treatment. There are no signs of de- 
cay in cither case, and the silage keeps 
equally well." lie thinks painting or 
treating does more to satisfy the fan- 
cy than anything else. 


It. Scovillo of New York has kept 


yellow cypress stave silos well painted 
for three years, and they show no 
signs of decay. Until lasl year he used 
a heavy wood filler on I ho inside, put- 
ting on'one coat every summer. 
Last 


year he coated the inside of two of the 
silos wiih coal tar, which was put ou 
hot. In a few days the tar was quite 
hard and took a rather glossy surface, 
to which silago does not hold to any 
extent. 


W. P. Brooks of Massachusetts is of 


the opinion that there cannot be any 
good 
argument 
advanced -against 


painting the outside of framed silos, 
but in the case of stave silos there is 
possibly a question as to the expedi- 
ency of painting, as the staves will in- 
evitably swell aud shrink with varying 
moisture to such an extent that the 
paint cannot be expected to keep the 
scams closed. The best inside cover- 
ing he has seen is a coat of coal tar, 
which was first set on lire and allowed 
to blaze until when extinguished and 
tested it was found to harden quickly. 


The Water Cure For Crop Bound. 
The water cure is thus commended 


by the Farm Journal for fowls suffer- 
ing from the condition known as crop 
bound: 
"To administer the water 


cure hold the bird (irmly between the 
kuees, open the beak with cue hand 
and, as au attendant pours a steady 
stream of lukewarm water down ihe 
throat, with the other hand gently 
knead the crop until it is soft. 
When 


the crop can hold no more, turn the 
bird head down and press the crop 
aud force (he contents out. 
A little 


practice will enable a person to suc- 
ceed in most cases without injuring 
the patients."

Death of IVlrs. Jackson. 


Mrs. Cornelia J. Jacksou died 
in. 


this city on Sunday morning: at the 
age of seventy-two years, after an 
illness more or less severe extending 
over several months. 


Mrs. Jackson was one of the old 


residents of Grand Rapids, having 
lived here for nearly half a century, 
the time of her arrival being some 
time in 1855. 


Mrs. Jackson, whose maiden name 


was Cornelia J. Brown, was born in 
Hinsdale. Mass., on the 14th day of 
December. 1S29. She lived there until 
after her marriage to H. \V. Jackson, 
who was also a native of the same 
place. Mr. Jackson had gone to Cali- 
fornia in 1S49 with the gold seekers, 
but Returned in 1851 and on December 
1st of that vear he and Mist, Brown 
were married. 


In 1852 Mr. Jackson came to Elk- 


horn. Wisconsin, where he had a 
brother located, and came to this city 
in ISo-r- Mrs. Jackson followed her 
husband here the year following, and 
the family lived In.a log house that 
Mr. Jackson had purchased, known as 
the Baker place, and situated south of 
where the Centralia hardware store 
now stands. Mr Jackson, in partner- 
ship with Messrs. Garrison and "Worth- 
ington. started the first store on the 
west side, the old building being still 
in existence, it having been removed 
from, the corner where it foriaerly 
stood to a position just south of the 
Centralia Hardware company's store. 
Mr. Jackson also-was the first post- 
master of Centralia and represented 
the town on the county board. He 
was engaged in logging operations 
until his death, which occurred in 
1875. 


Three children were born to Mr. 


and Mrs. Jackson, the only surviving 
one being Fred H. Jackson, who is 
well known In this city. The oldest 
child of the family was a girl named 
Fannj", born October 24. 1S53. and 
died February 14, 1S55. The next of 
the family was a DOT. William, who 
was born July 16th. 1855, and died 
Xov. 17th. 18S4, having accidentally- 
shot himself 
while hunting deer. 


Fred H., the surviving member of the 
family, was born on April 3d. 1S57. 


Had Mrs. Jackson lived seven more 


days she would have been 73 years of 
age, and up to the time when she was 
taken sick last summer. v,-a» as spry 
and energetic as the average woman 
that is fort}- years younger. 


During her life Mrs. Jackson was 


always an earnest worker for the 
church, and when the Congregational 
church was established in this> city 
she was one of tli& charter members. 


The funeral occurred this afternoon 


from the Congregational charch. and 
ceremonies were after conducted by 
the Order of the Eastern Star, of 
which Mrs. Jackson was a member. 
The remains wers interred in Forest 
Hill cemetery. 


Mrs. Jackson leaves many friends 


in this city and vicinity to mourn her 
departure from among us.

WHEAT STEM MAGGOT. 


A Worm. Tfcat Cuts tlie Stalk—Found 


In Spring- and Winter Wheat. 


The wheat stem maggot or. as It is 


sometimes called, the wheat bulb 
worm, has proved to be rather a se- 
rious pest in some localities, and we ap- 
prehend that some precaution must be 
taken or it will greatly increase, says 
The Iowa Homestead, its presence 
may be easily detected ia a crop. AYhen 
the maggot form of the insect enters 
the stalk, it cuts .off the_^tem just 
above the upper joinr, with the result 
that the head takes on a ripened ap- 
pearance while the crop is yet greesi." 


It seems to be more plentiful where 


both winter and spring wheat are 
grown in the same locality. In this 
case the mature insects with wings de- 
posit their eggs upon the young plants 
of winter wheat. When these hatch, 
the larva? feed upon ihe centra! part 
of the plants on their course down- 
ward. They remain during the win- 
ter in the surface of the ground and 
appear in the spring in the adult form. 
These in turn lay their eggs upon 
spring wheat plants and cause the de- 
struction of such plants as they feed 
upon. However, the devastation of 
the rirst brood in the spring is seldom 
noticed. It is the second brood of 
flies whose_j>rogcny brings about the 
work of destroying the wheat beds. It
